Defense Taxes and Racing 


HE United States, for all practical purposes, 

has gone to war. For all practical purposes, 
that is, except that those who are against war and 
those who wish us to lose the war are still being 
allowed to do whatever they please to see that we 
lose the war; and that we are still outfitting the 
enemy to fight against us. War necessarily means 
a vast expense, and the reservations just stated 
will have the effect of adding to the expense. 

The Government has long since ceased to take 
government financing seriously, but has been op- 
erating under various sophistries ranging all the 
way from Karl Marx to systems that would do 
credit to a comic strip-—anything to postpone the 
day of reckoning. The policy of refusing to face 
reality will undoubtedly be continued as long as 
possible, but we are now close enough to reality 
to feel the heat of it. The Congress now must in- 
crease taxes, even if the increase is only a token 
of what it should be. 

Just now Congress isn’t saying what it proposes 
to do. It is just sitting there eyeing us, chin in 
one hand and a calculating machine in the other. 
Most of us are sitting here wondering, Are they 
looking at me? And most of us are resolving 
that, whatever the cost, we shall not flinch, know- 
ing the hazards of failure. The people of racing, 
we say proudly and with confidence, will be as un- 
flinching as any. 

But there are a few preliminary words that 
ought to be spoken for the benefit of the average 
legislator, who may have an exaggerated idea of 
the productivity of racing. 

The money from racing will be chicken-feed to 
the national Government. Betting at race tracks 
this year will presumably be a record, possibly ap- 
proaching five hundred million dollars. The total 
for 1940 in 17 states was about $408,000,000. The 
total revenue to states this year may be close to 
twenty millicn. In 1940 it was about $16,150,000. 
The states have had this source of revenue almost 
exclusively, except for the Federal tax of 10 per 
cent on admissions and the usual corporation 
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have left anything they could have taken, it was 
an oversight. The Federal Government will have 
to have sharp eyes or a resolute disregard for 
consequences if it can reap a substantial harvest 
behind such gleaners. 

There is also the possibility that the Federal 
Government may decide, by legislation, to void 
the income tax exemptions which have been 
granted to wealthy owners for losses incurred in 
the operation of racing stables. From the point 
of view of a tax collector, we can understand that 
such an exemption may appear to be a painful 
matter. But the tax collector who wishes to have 
taxes to collect will see to it that the business 
which produces his revenue remains moderately 
healthy. We hope there will be some earnest pon- 
dering, some honest weighing-up of advantage 
and disadvantage before action is taken here. 

Breeders of Thoroughbreds are in an especially 
vulnerable position just now. Obliged to curtail 
production of many crops to avoid overproduction, 
they have achieved an almost disastrous over- 
production of Thoroughbreds, for which there can 
be no crop control. Virtually every race track in 
America is overrun with far too many horses. In 
the midst of an unprecedented expansion of racing 
yearling prices have declined below the possibility 
of a general profit. Production is still increasing, 
prices still decreasing. 

The market for Thoroughbreds is shaped prin- 
cipally by the purchases of wealthy buyers. The 
discouragement of even two or three dozen of 
them—there is no one in racing who cannot im- 
mediately furnish his own examples—-would have 
a disastrous effect on the Thoroughbred breeding 
industry, would contribute to the impoverishment 
of hundreds of the Government’s substantial tax- 
payers. The plain fact of the matter is that taxes 
are already so high and purses so low that it is 
slot-machine odds against an owner breaking even. 

It is arguing in a circle to maintain that taxes 
must ke increased and that they should not be 
increased here, or here, or somewhere else, be- 
cause they will have an adverse effect. Never- 
theless the adverse effect must be considered and 


taxes, and they have made the most of it. If they weighed, and the results calculated.

Time to Retire? 


NDREW JACKSON JOYNER, taking mat- 

ters easy at Erdenheim Farm near Phila- 
delphia except for preparing a few horses for 
racing at Delaware Park, received a disturbing 
telephone call from Bert Mulholland at Belmont 
Park two days after Eight Thirty had galloped 
to an easy victory in the Metropolitan Handicap 
under 132 pounds. The message was to the effect 
a ligament in the region of the sesamoid bone had 
become swollen after the race. On Wednesday 
the semi-retired Joyner motored to Belmont Park 
to see for himself the nature of Eight Thirty’s 
injury. If the ankle was deemed strong enough, 
the 5-year-old son of Pilate and Dinner Time, by 
High Time, was to be given an immediate work- 
out in preparation for the Suburban Handicap on 
Friday despite the three-pound penalty incurred 
in winning the Met, making his package for the 
mile-and-a-quarter test 132 pounds. 


The veteran Joyner, who had seen Ethelbert 
and Fitz Herbert encounter similar trouble when 
he handled those good horses many years ago, 
required only a cursory examination to know that 
asking Eight Thirty to fulfill his Suburban ex- 
amination would subject him to more serious in- 
jury. And so Eight Thirty was compelled to 
miss the splendid opportunity of becoming the 
first horse to capture all three of Belmont Park’s 
famous spring handicaps—-the Toboggan, Metro- 
politan, and Suburban—and in a single season, 
too. Joyner even returned to Erdenheim with 
the thought fixed in his mind that Eight Thirty 
was through with racing forever. Time will tell, 
but in the meantime the horse was withdrawn 
from all his engagements through June and July. 


Eight Thirty’s defection compelled the Wide- 
ner camp to switch its Suburban allegiance to 
Your Chance, a colt that had proven a good 3- 
year-old the previous season but had failed mis- 
erably after displaying early speed in the Dixie 
Handicap and Henry of Navarre Purse (the over- 
night event won by Whirlaway), his only two 
outings of the year. Your Chance sported the 
silks of Mrs. George D. Widener, wife of Eight 
Thirty’s owner, but Mr. Joyner owns 50 per cent 
of him. Mulholland had called upon the son of 
Chance Shot and Evening, by St. James, Wednes- 
day morning to work the Suburban distance in 
2:03%,5, which is phenomenal on anybody’s track. 


New hope was entertained for a Suburban tri- 
umph by the Widener connections, but it was not 
contagious and the colt was held at $7.60 to 
$1 by the record New York crowd of 53,904 as- 
sembling at Belmont Park on Memorial Day. 
Mioland, the doughty campaigner from the West 
Coast, was made favorite on the basis of his 
splendid Santa Anita Park record and good try 
for the Dixie, and Hash, indicating approach of 
top form by a fast-finishing third in the Metro- 
politan, was installed the second choice. 

The Suburban saw Don Mgade, substituting 
for Harry Richards as Your Chance’s rider, re- 
serving the colt well off the early pace, letting 
him go through the final half-mile. Your Chance, 
running back to his fine workout, swept around

the leaders to win by slightly more than a length 
over Hash, which had followed him forward. 
Shot Put, making an even later bid, finished well 
to be third, a neck behind Hash, while Haltal was 
a well beaten fourth after racing The Finest into 
the ground and leading to the furlong-pole. Fifth 
position in the field of nine went to Mioland, 
whose challenge beginning at the three-furlong 
pele was only half-hearted. The westerner ap- 
parently was showing the effects of constant 
training since early winter, and Tom Smith will 
be a miracle man indeed if he can get him fresh 
enough to give his best performance in the Holly- 
wood Gold Cup next month. 


Your Chance shouldered 114 pounds in the 
Suburban and covered the distance in 2:0235. It 
was not a brilliant victory compared with many 
another in the long history of the race, but it was 
impressive enough to give the Chance Shot colt 
formidable standing in the handicap ranks. Train- 
er Mulholland undoubtedly will point him for the 
races soon to come up, such as the Brooklyn at 
Aqueduct, Sussex at Delaware Park, and Massa- 
chusetts Handicap at Suffolk Downs, although 
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Saturday, June 7, 1941 


the handicappers will be notching him higher. 
The Widener establishment doesn’t. duck issues 
over the matter of a pound or two. 


C. C. A. Oaks 


MALL fields are the rule rather than the ex- 

ception in runnings of the Coaching Club 
American Oaks. The principal reason is that it is 
an early-closing event, the nominations being re- 
ceived when the candidates have just turned two 
years of age. Also responsible for the small line- 
ups is the distance of a mile and three furlongs, 
which scares both nominators and _ trainers. 
Nevertheless, the Oaks route is to be increased 
to a mile and one-half in order that it may be 
started in front of the stand at Belmont, rather 
than from a point well up in the Widener chute, 
practically out of sight. It is a race well worth 
preserving and perhaps owners will give it more 
thought, especially if induced by an increase in 
the present added money of $5,000. 

The latest edition of the Coaching Club Ameri- 
can Oaks, the twenty-fifth, went to Level Best, 
the chestnut daughter of Equipoise and Speed 
Boat, by Man o’ War, selected from the Harrie B. 
Scott-Samuel Riddle yearling consignment at 
Saratoga in 1939 for $7,600 by the Cleveland 
sportsman Crispin Oglebay. Champion juvenile 
filly of last season and not far off the best colts, 
Level Best led all the way in the Oaks under 
faultless rating by Alfred Robertson, at the mo- 
ment this is written probably the best rider in 
the country. Dark Discovery came on steadily 
in the stretch but Level Best had enough stamina 
to hold her off. 

Level Best should be undefeated so far this 
season. Her one loss was in the Pimlico Oaks, 
in which she was third back of Cis Marion and 
Dark Discovery after leading until well into the 
stretch. Unable to get the seasoning race Train- 
er T. P. Jones had counted upon, she obviously 
was short. Then came the coughing scare and 
Jones eased up enough on Level Best to have 
doubts about her being tight enough for the 
Acorn Stakes. Skipping that event, which went 
to Proud One, the Oglebay miss defeated a mixed 
group of fillies and mares in the Princess Doreen 
Handicap May 26, the effort putting her on edge 
for the Oaks. More was expected of Nasca, the 
only other starter in the Oaks. However, the 
stretch-loving daughter of *Rosolio and Tinita 
apparently hasn’t come back to herself since her 
ovariotomy several months ago. 


More Records 


TTENDANCE and betting records for New 

York racing were shattered last week as Bel- 
mont Park got a successive Memorial Day and 
Saturday. On the holiday 53,904 persons were 
counted going through Belmont’s gates, an un- 
precedented number in New York. They wagered 
$1,881,160, easily a New York record, and it’s 
whispered that enough money was shut out to 
have broken the world’s mark of nearly $2,100,- 
000, set on the 1926 Kentucky Derby day. Sat- 
urday’s business made the week's total $6,192,030, 
an average of $1,032,005—another record. For 
the first 18 days of its 24-day spring meeting, 
Belmont Park has averaged $970,687 and prob- 
ably will close with the mark about $950,000, 
which must be considered the record for a pari- 
mutuel track. 
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NEW YORK 


Belmont Park 


ELMONT PARK, rebuilt, revamped, rewound, 
and modernized to fit the demands created 
by the legalization of pari-mutuel betting in New 
York, is beginning to set some of the records 
that have long been looked for there. On Deco- 
ration Day it had its biggest crowd, 53,904 by 
the turnstile count, and its biggest turnover, $1,- 
881,160. The Suburban Handicap alone, its post 
time moved back half an hour with official per- 
mission in order to accommodate the jampacked 
crowd, drew a play of $355,806, a record for 
single race in New York, and the handle for the 
daily double set a new national record of $74,208. 
The next day, Saturday, though one of the 
features, the Coaching Club American Oaks, had 
only three starters, saw a crowd of 28,236 bet a 
total of $1,400,535. The Oaks, because of its 
small field, was moved out of its honor position 
on the card to make room for the Roseben Han- 
dicap, in which Harvard Square defeated a num- 
ber of the fastest sprinters of the season, in- 
cluding the favored King Cole. 

The crowd at Belmont Park on Suburban Han- 
dicap day, according to Bryan Field in the New 
York Times, was “serenely unaware that a strike 
of grooms loomed in the stable area and had 
menaced the running off of what in many ways 
was the most unusual racing program New York 
has seen.” Apparently the management was not 
going to be caught off guard by disturbances 
from that section, as Mr. Field reported that ‘“‘be- 
hind the scenes were stern-faced policemen 
armed with riot guns and determined that the 
horses would be led from the barns to the track, 
strike or no strike.” But it was no strike. 

The 24-day Belmont Park program ends Satur- 
day, June 7, with a card marked by the renewals 
of the National Stallion Stakes for 2-year-olds 
and the Belmont Stakes for 3-year-olds. The 3- 
year-old regent Whirlaway is among the intend- 
ed starters for the mile-and-a-half Belmont 
Stakes, which, class for class, can hold its head 
higher than any other classic test in the country. 
Though Whirlaway’s performances since his de- 
feat in the Derby Trial Stakes at Louisville have 
verged on the phenomenal, there are still train- 
ers who believe they have a chance to beat him. 
(At the end of last week James Fitzsimmons had 
hopes that Bold Irishman might be able to start 
in the Belmont.) Whether they do or not, the 
top-ranking 3-year-old is expected to help the 
track to another oversize crowd on the closing 
day. 

After the close of Belmont Park, Aqueduct will 
open the following Monday and carry on until 
Wednesday, July 2. 


Corinthian Steeplechase Handicap 


There was some looking askance at the Cor- 
inthian Steeplechase Handicap ($3,000 added, 4- 
year-olds and up, about two miles) at Belmont 
Park May 27. There were only three starters, 
including L. B. Mayer’s Ossabaw (166), one of 
last year’s leading ‘chasers, and a cantering win- 
ner of the International Steeplechase Handicap 
two weeks earlier. He was figured as a 7-to-5 
second choice to *Annibal in the morning line, 
and after *Annibal was withdrawn he looked like 
an odds-on favorite. But he went to post second

choice to Sanford Stud Farm’s Arch Hero (140), 
a $1,500 plater at Hialeah Park last year, which 
was making his fourth attempt over obstacles. 
Arch Hero was 8 to 1 in the morning line, closed 
at 6 to 5, and at some stages was 3 to 5. 

At the start Jockey J. Penrod took Ossabaw 
back sharply, and Arch Hero went sprinting to 
the front. He drew away steadily and won with 
speed in reserve, beating Thomas Hitchcock’s 
Satilla (147) seven lengths, while Ossabaw, not 
persevered with, finished last 20 lengths farther 
back. Bryan Field commented in the New York 
Times, “It was the kind of race which could make 
no friends for steeplechasing.”” Time, 3:42%s, 
track fast.

Arch Hero raced on the flat at two and three 
with very moderate success. He began racing for 
J. F. Rogers, passed to several owners, including 
Gustave Ring and R. Robertson. From the latter 
he was claimed for $1,500 at Hialeah Park Feb- 
ruary 29, 1940, rested through the summer, and 
put to steeplechasing in the fall. He won his 
maiden jumping race by seven lengths, won under 
allowance conditions by six, and in his only start 
this year was second to *London Town for the 
Charles L. Appleton Steeplechase Handicap. He 
has thus shown a great deal of promise over 
jumps, and the bare fact of his, victory was not so 
surprising as the fact his opposition did not make 
a race of it. Altogether he has started 20 times, 
won four races (three steeplechases), finished 
second four times, third twice, and has earned 
$6,225. Candy Lady won and has produced 11 
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foals, all winners, though Arch Hero is her first 
stakes winner. By Westy Hogan she had the 
winners Lady Hogan, Westys Lad, Ladogan, Can- 
dy Maid, Westigal, and Westcan. By Dark Hero 
she has had the winners Candar, Oh Fudge, and 
Arch Hero. Her other two winners are Sweet 
Shop, by Display, and the 1941 2-year-old Ask Me, 
by Questionnaire. Last year, with 10 foals old 
enough to race, she had seven racing, and six of 
them won. She has had four winners this year, 
including the 10-year-old Ladogan. *Lady Scat- 
tercash II is also dam of the winners Cash Play 
(29 wins), Wittekind, Black Jewel, and Jeanne 
Seremba, also dam of the winners Jeanne Son, 
Bottom Row, and Domanio. Reception also pro- 
duced the winners Joyous Greetings (Great Met- 
ropolitan, Goodwood, Rosebery Memorial Stakes), 
Solution, Eagleholt, and Tamasha, and the pro- 
ducer *Morning Call. 


Second String Good Enough 


In 1940 George D. Widener scored his first vic- 
tory in New York’s most famous handicap, the 
Suburban, with the 4-year-old Eight Thirty. In 
this year’s running of the Suburban Handicap 
($30.000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 114 miles), 
Mr. Widener had intended to score his second vic- 
tory with the same good horse. Eight Thirty had 
already won the Toboggan and Metropolitan Han- 
dicaps, and appeared likely enough to complete 
what would have been a unique triple event. But 
a ligament injury put Eight Thirty on the shelf, 
possibly for good, and Trainer W. F. Mulholland 
fitted a second string to his bow, Mrs. Gecerge 
Widener’s Your Chance, and the second string 
proved good enough. 

In the course of its fifty-five runnings the 
Suburban Handicap has set a tradition and a 
standard of class rivalled by no other American 
handicap. The 1941 renewal, feature of Decora- 
tion Day at Belmont Park, with the highest value 
in the history of the race, attracted a field of 
nine, including, besides Your Chance (114),

Charles S. Howard’s Mioland (127), Greentree 
Stable’s Hash (119), Woodvale Farm’s Dixie 
Handicap winner Haltal (110), Mrs. Marie Evans’ 
famed router Shot Put (110), and W. Arnold 
Hanger’s Dit (108). Mioland was the heavily 
backed favorite, closing at $1.15 to $1, with Hash 
second choice at $3.50 to $1. Your Chance, at 
$7.60 to $1, was third choice. The early pace was 
made by Glen Riddle Farm's The Finest (108), a 
*Teddy colt which had won his last two starts, 
with Haltal lying close behind him. During the 
early furlongs the horses which would figure 
principally in the finish were at the back end of 
the field. At the end of the first half-mile Hash 
was last, three lengths behind the plodding Shot 
Put, which was four lengths behind Your Chance, 
the forward part of the field running in fairly 
close order. Mioland was on the rail in the middle 
of the pack, and saving ground. On the last turn, 
where the real racing began, The Finest yielded 
ground and began dropping back to his eventual 
place at the tail-end of the procession. He was 
succeeded in the lead by Haltal. Down the home 
stretch Haltal’s immediate task was to stall off 
the challenges of Mioland end Dit. Coming to the 
eighth-pole Mioland gained steadily, and had al- 
most collared the Dixie Handicap winner when 
Don Meade brought Your Chance forward. The 
tall, thin chestnut had been kept under restraint 
by Don Meade until the field went into the far 
turn and had moved up on the outside. After 
passing the eighth pole he took the lead from 
Haltal, went on to win by a little more than a 
length, and Micland, weakening under his top 
weight, ended his challenge. In the last furlong 
Hash and Shot Put passed three tiring horses, 
Haltal, Mioland, and Dit, to take second and third 
places, with a neck between them. Haltal finished 
fourth, two and a half lengths behind Shot Put 
and two lengths ahead of Mioland. The others, 
in order of finish, were Dit, Olympus (102), Ro- 
manov (95), and The Finest. Time, :23%5, :473%s, 
1:1235, 1:3714, 2:0235, track fast. Stakes di- 
visien, $25,200, $6,000, $3,000, $1,500.

It was Your Chance’s third start of the year, 
the colt having finished unplaced in the Dixie 
Handicap and in the overnight race of May 20 at 
Belmont Park won by Whirlaway. In three sea- 
sons he started 26 times, won eight races, finished 
second five times, and earned $65,853. As a 2- 
year-old his only stakes placing was a second in 
the Junior Champion Stakes, but at three last 
year he ranked amcng the best, winning the Sur- 
viver Stakes, Dwyer Stakes (by disqualification 
of Snow Ridge), Diamond State Stakes, and Ken- 
her Stakes, besides finishing second in the Bel- 
mont, Travers. Lawrence Realization, and Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. 

Your Chance was foaled May 7, 1937, at Mr. 
Widener’s Old Kenney Farm, Lexington. His 
dam, Evening, was one of the best race mares 
ever to carry Mr. Widener’s colors. She won 10 


races and $34,275, including the Florida Derby,

Handicap. Evening has had three other foals, all 
winners, Early Evening, Evening Light, and 
Livelyhood. *Crepuscule won at two and three, 
and set a track record of 1:56 for 1% miles at 
Bowie. She has been a prolific producer, turning 
out 14 foals in 18 years, including the winners 
Shady Lady (Kentucky Claiming Stakes, also 
preducer), Glimmering (also producer), Gerard 
(48 wins and $30,202), Stefana (also dam of the 
stakes winner Highscope), Saintlite (brother to 
Evening), Fading Light, Evening Hour, Candle- 
light, and Night Tide. One of *Crepuscule’s non- 
winning foals was Armada, dam of the stakes 
winners High Fleet (Coaching Club American 
Oaks, New England Oaks, Mary Dyer, Weybosset, 
Catskill, Ritchie, Baltimore Autumn Handicaps), 
Don Guzman, and Grass Cutter, and five other 
winners, all her foals. *Strike-a-Light II, dam of 
*Crepuscule, raced in England, won the Great 
Whitsuntide Handicap and was second in the 
Lincolnshire Handicap. She also produced the 
winners Torchbearer, Explosion (also producer), 
*Allumeur (also sire), Fireplay (also producer), 
Quick (stakes winner and producer), and *Twi- 
light IV (also producer), and the producers 
*Fcotlight II, *Feu d’Artifice, and *Firefly II. 


Harvard Square Beats King Cole 


Last year Belmont Park instituted a new stakes 
event for sprinters, the Roseben Handicap, named 
for a great hulking giant which was one of the 
great speedsters of the days when Belmont Park 
was young. The race resulted in a disqualifica- 
tion, and Col. Maxwell Howard’s The Chief was 
declared the winner. For the second running of 
the Roseben Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs), Saturday, May 31, The 
Chief (110) was again a starter. But a new gen- 
eration of sprinters had come along, and the 6- 
year-old gelding was one of the longshots in the 
field of seven and finished last. Favorite at 11 
to 10 was Ogden Phipps’ King Cole (3, 119). 
The son of *Pharamond II and “cousin” of Whirl- 
away, ridden by Johnny Gilbert, set out to make 
a fast pace, but on the back stretch found J. E. 
Widener’s Roman (114) at his saddle-girth, and 
as soon as that menace was disposed of he had to 
fight off a challenge from W. H. La Boyteaux’s 
Springwood (3, 105). In the meantime Carroll 
Bierman had been able to keep Arnold Hanger’s 
Harvard Square (3, 112) under restraint and 
close up. In the stretch King Cole, tiring from 
high speed and high weight, fell prey to Harvard 
Square and was beaten three parts of a length. 
Springwood was third, two lengths farther back 
and a length and a half ahead of C. V. Whitney’s 
Parasang (115), which had headed Roman just at 
the end. Dr. Whinny (121) and The Chief fol- 
lowed. Time, :2245, :46, 1:11, track fast. Stakes 
division, $5,300, $1,000, $500, $259.

Harvard Square was foaled March 21, 1938, at 
Mr. Hanger’s Arlington Farm near Richmond, 
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Ky. At two last year he won five of his nine 
races, including the Sagamore Handicap and a 
dead heat with Mettlesome in the Remsen Handi- 
cap. The Roseben was his third start, second win 
of this year. He has started 12 times, won seven 
races, finished third once, and has earned $20,495. 
He is the first foal of Queen Finite, which did not 
race. Queenly Way won and is dam of the win- 
ner Master Howard. She is sister to the good 
winner Waterway. Queen of the Water, Harvard 
Square’s third dam, won and placed .n stakes, and 
also produced the winners Heeltaps (Kinder- 
garten, Dorval Juvenile Stakes, and dam of Fly- 
ing Heels, winner of $123,435 and sire), Salacia 
(Saratoga Sales Stakes, Beldame Handicap, and 
dam of the crack sprinter Sation, stakes winner 
of $49,830), and Sea Wolf, Scotch and Soda (sec- 
ond in National Stallion, Hudson Stakes), and the 
producer Brown Princess. The fourth dam, Pla- 
nutess, was a stakes winner and good producer, 
grandam of the Kentucky Derby winner Clyde 
Van Dusen, etc. 


Level Best's C. C. A. Oaks 


One of New York's filly races of classic rank 
is the Coaching Club American Oaks ($5,000 
added, 3-year-old fillies, 13, miles), which had its 
twenty-fifth running at Belmont Park Saturday, 
May 31. For the second time in the last four 
years it drew a field of only three starters, the 
odds-on favorite, at 45 cents to the dollar, being 
Crispin Oglebay’s Level Best, best 2-year-old filly 
of 1940. The C. C. A. Oaks was her third start 
at three. In her first effort of the year, when 
apparently short of training, she had finished 
third to Cis Marion and John A. Bell, Jr.’s Dark 
Discovery, and on May 26 she had beaten a good 
field of fillies in an overnight race at Belmont 
Park. Her opposition now came from Dark Dis- 
covery, which had repeatedly threatened the best 
fillies but never quite succeeded in winning over 
them, and from Breckinridge Long’s Nasca, an- 
other whose class has been well demonstrated. 


Ridden by Alfred Robertson, Level Best moved 
into the lead from the start, was well rated 
through the first half-mile. Nasca was second, 
Dark Discovery last, with less than a length of 
daylight in the intervals. In the next quarter- 
mile Level Best increased her lead to six lengths, 
Carroll Bierman still waiting with Dark Dis- 
covery at Nasca’s heels. On the turn Dark Dis- 
covery moved past Nasca to make her challenge, 
and as they came into the home stretch was 
within four lengths of the favorite. Then it got 
to be a horse race, for Level Best began to 
shorten stride and the others began to close 
ground. They went past the eighth-pole at two- 
length intervals, but at the finish Level Best, 
though yielding slowly, still had a neck the bet- 
ter of Dark Discovery. Nasca was two lengths

farther back. It was the fourth time in her last 
five starts in which Dark Discovery had finished 
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second. Time, :2545, :49, 1:13, 1:3815, 2:034%, 
2:17%5, track fast. Stakes division, $10,275, $2,- 
000, $1,000. 


Level Best, which has lived up to her ambitious 
name, was foaled April 19, 1938, at the Fayette 
County farm of Harrie B. Scott, manager of 
Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm, and was 
bred as the joint property of Messrs. Riddle and 
Scott. At Saratoga in 1939 she was sold for 
$7,600 to Crispin Oglebay, financier and philan- 
thropist, of Gates Mills, Ohio. Mr. Oglebay is 
one of the country’s most enthusiastic horsemen, 
but, before Level Best, his principal interest was 
in fine hunters, such as the outstanding Holy- 
stone—another of Mr. Riddle’s breeding. Under 
his colors Level Best has won 10 of her 14 races, 
finished second twice, third twice, unplaced never, 
and has earned $52,825, her victories including 
the Demoiselle, Saratoga Sales, Old Colony, 
Richard Johnson, and Autumn Days Stakes and 
the Keeneland Special Event. All her seconds 
and thirds were in stakes races. 


Speed Boat, dam of Level Best, won the Adi- 
rondack Handicap and Test Stakes. Level Best 
is her fourth foal and first winner. Her first two 
foals, the fillies Swing Time and The Sword, 
placed, and the next, Annapolis Blue, tried well, 
but was unsound, and has been retired to the 
stud in California. Speed Boat is sister to 
Anchors Ahead, dam of Mr. Oglebay’s Rennert 
Handicap and Survivor Stakes winner Ocean 
Blue, and further particulars concerning the 
family were published in THe BLOoop-Horse of 
May 10, page 738.

Delaware Park 


HIRTY days of racing at Delaware Park got 

under way on Memorial Day, May 30, to run 
through Saturday, July 5. <A crowd of about 
20,000, one of the largest in the short history of 
the Wilmington track, was out to see the in- 
augural program, featured by a test for 2-year- 
olds, the Dover Stakes, won by Ben Shaba, 
owned by Mrs. R. D. Patterson, of Dayton, Ohio. 
Other non-claiming races on the program were 
the six-furlong Ridgeville Purse, won by Joseph 
E. Widener’s French-bred *Royal Ruby II, a 3- 
year-old colt by Pharos or Asterus out of Red 
Flame, dam of Mr. Widener’s stallion *Castel 
Fusano, and the Memorial Day Graded (Class C) 
Handicap, at 11,4, miles, won by T. L. Evans’ 5- 
year-old Westnesia, by Westwick. 

On the Saturday, May 31, another big crowd, 
estimated upwards of 15,000, turned out, despite 
threatening weather in the morning and light 
showers in the afternoon, to see a program fea- 
tured by Madigama’s victory over a good field in 
the Wilmington Handicap. Madigama is owned 
by the Brandywine Stable of Donald P. Ross, one 
of the leaders in the organization of Delaware's 
sporting track and a member of the executive 
committee which directs its policies. A second- 


ary attraction was the $1,500 Bellevue Purse, 
at a mile and 70 yards, for 3-year-olds, won by 
the favorite, D. J. Sullivan’s Seven Hills, a full 
brother to Pompoon. 

Minimum purse at Delaware Park is $1,100, 
and there is a program of 14 stakes races, in- 
cluding three with $10,000 added. The Brandy- 
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At Belmont Park, Suffolk Downs, and Hollywood Park the racing of Decoration Day, May 30, 
attracted crowds of approximately 50,000 which ran up new records for betting at each track. A sec- 
tion of Belmont Park’s crowd of that day, announced as 53,904, is shown here. 


wine Handicap, $5,000 added, 114, miles, for 3- 
year-olds and up, is the feature of Saturday, 
June 7. 


Ben Shaba Wins Dover Stakes 


Favorite for the Memorial Day feature at 
Delaware Park, the Dover Stakes ($5,000 added, 
2-year-olds, five furlongs), was Halcyona (113), 
a Halcyon filly bred and owned by the veteran 
John Oliver Keene, master of Keeneland Stud at 
Lexington. But Halcyona turned in a poor race, 
finished unplaced, and the winner was Mrs. R. D. 
Patterson's Ben Shaba (116), a colt which Mr. 
Keene bred and sold at Saratoga last year for 
$3,800. Ridden by Johnny Gilbert, Ben Shaba 
appeared to be outrun during the early part of the 
race, as Millsdale Stable’s Doctor Reder (119) 
cut out the pace. He swung wide as the field 
came into the stretch, but was straightened out 
and proved himself much the best in the run 
home. At the eighth-pole Doctor Reder, Mrs. 
Ella K. Bryson’s Joe Ray (125), and Brookmeade 
Stable’s Bidder (113) were heads apart, with A. 
C. Ernst’s Alohort (116) a length behind them, 
but Ben Shaba here asserted his claim and passed 
them all to win by a length and a half from Joe 
Ray, with Alohort third, a similar distance far- 
ther back. Doctor Reder was fourth, followed by

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Madigama's Wilmington Handicap 


On April 14 Brandywine Stable’s Madigama 
won the Harford Handicap at Havre de Grace, 
running in front all the way, six furlongs in 
1:1145, with Howard Bruce’s Jay Jay second, 
Mrs. Ella K. Bryson’s Clyde Tolson third. On 
May 31, in his next start, Madigama (3,112) won 
the Wilmington Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, six furlongs) at Delaware Park, 
running in front nearly all the way, six furlongs 
in 1:12, with Clyde Tolson (116) second, Green- 
tree Stable’s Cherry Jam (118) third, and Jay Jay 
(115) fourth, inches apart. The main difference 
between the two races was that in the Harford his 
margin was a nose, in the Wilmington two 
lengths; but in both races he was all out at the 
finish. Even the two lengths difference was 
probably accounted for by the fact that Clyde 
Tolson had been obliged to lose ground on the 
outside and the next two horses had both lacked 
racing room in the early stages, then finished 
fast. The others, in order of finish, were My Bill 
(3, 110), Abrasion (113), Challamore (113), 
Overdrawn (3, 112), and Honey Cloud (114).

Lincoln Fields 


URING the first 10 days of the Lincoln Fields 
meeting, ending Thursday, May 29, the track 
distributed to horsemen a total of $75,100, most 
of it in the minimum purses of $810 (the $10 is 
for the winner’s groom). But business was good 
enough that on May 27 Col. Matt Winn, executive 
director of the track, announced that for the next 
10-day period the total would be moved up to 
$88,600, but this would include the stakes race of 
Decoration Day, May 30. The minimum purse re- 
mained at $810, but a number of $1,010 and $1,210 
races appeared on the programs. Another in- 
crease would be made during the final 10-day pe- 
riod, Colonel Winn said, “if business warrants it.” 
A crowd of perhaps 30,000 persons saw the 
Decoration Day program, featured by the Fran- 
cis S. Peabody Memorial Handicap, with Valdina 
Farm’s Viscounty the winner. Other races on 
the card were of the claiming variety, except for 
a maiden 2-year-old event won in promising fash- 
ion by W. D. Covington’s first-starter Zig Zag, a 
Good Advice colt bred by Roy Farmer. The Sat- 
urday program, witnessed by about 20,000, had 
an excellent feature race in the Joliet Stakes, in 
which the Chicago-owned Alsab scored a runaway 
victory over a large field of 2-year-olds. The one 
other non-claiming race was the _ six-furlong 
Lincolnshire Country Club Purse, worth $700 to 
the winner, Mose Lowenstein’s Heartman, a geld- 
ing by Ladysman. 


Viscounty's Peabody Memorial 


The thirteenth running of the Francis S. Pea- 
body Memorial Handicap ($5,010 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 114, miles), feature of Memorial Day 
at Lincoln Fields, drew a field of eight, including 
old Mucho Gusto (117), which a victory would 
have moved up into the ranks of winners of 
$100,000. But Mucho Gusto was a split second 
choice, at the same odds as Woolford Farm's 
Technician (112), whose stablemate Joe Schenck 
(120) had been scratched out of the race. The 
favorite was Valdina Farm’s Viscounty (115) 
which had failed to win in a dozen previous starts 
this year. Viscounty’s three most recent races, 
second to Red Dock in the Ben Ali Handicap at 
Keeneland, second to Haltal in the Clark Handi- 
cap at Churchill Downs, and a close-up fifth in 
the Dixie Handicap at Pimlico, had indicated a 
pending success. 

Jockey Johnny Adams was as patient with Vis- 
county as Trainer J. J. Flanigan had been. He 
waited in seventh place, far back in the strung- 
out field, as Sporting (3, 104) opened up a lead 
of six lengths in the first quarter-mile and held it 
into the back stretch. Adams kept to the rail all 
down the back stretch, took his chance, and was 
lucky, slipping through a narrow opening on the 
rail at the last turn. As Sporting shortened 
stride and came back to the others, Viscounty 
went out slightly in the home stretch, moved up 
between Technician and W. C. Hobson's 4-year-old 
filly Shine O’Night (110), and drew out to win 
by two lengths. Technician lasted to take second 
place by a head from Shine O’Night, which had 
been less fortunate than Viscounty on the final 
turn and had been forced to take back and lose 
ground. The fourth horse, Hyman Friedberg’s

Viscounty, foaled May 13, 1936, at Emerson F. 
Woodward’s vast Valdina Farms near Sabinal, 
Texas, has started 60 times in four seasons, won 
13 races, finished second 16 times, third eight 
times, and has earned $58,220. In 1940, his best 
season, he earned $38,040, including the San 
Francisco, American, King Philip, and Narra- 
gansett Park Governor’s Handicaps. 

Trap Star, carrying Viscounty, was purchased 
by Mr. Woodward from the John Hay Whitney 
consignment to the Lexington Fall Sales of 1935, 
the price being $1,500. Besides Viscounty she 
has had only two other foals, the winner Goose 
Creek, anu a 1933 colt foal by The Porter which 
died as a yearling. Trap Star won at two. Her 
dam, *Star Emerald, which did not race, produced 
one foal in England, the winner Dark Emerald, 
before her importation in 1919. She is also dam 
of the winners Rock Star (Miller Stakes, Grab 
Bag Handicap, and sire), Rockstone, Scissors (30 
wins), Magic Carpet (also producer), Pelham, 
Dunstar, Corundum, and Starwick, and the pro- 
ducer Rock Emerald. *Star Emerald was the 
only living foal of her dam. 


Alsab's Sparkling Victory 


Good Goods, a colt which was a member of the 
Brookmeade Stable of Mrs. Dodge Sloane when 
his stablemates High Quest and Cavalcade were 
leaders of their age division, was a rangy, slow- 
maturing racer. He won only one of his nine 
starts at two, and though he showed class at 
three did not become a stakes winner until his 
4-year-old season. But when some of his first 
crop of yearlings were catalogued for the Sara- 
toga sales last year THE BLOOD-HORSE commented 
that Good Goods, which stands at Thomas Piatt’s 
Brookdale Farm, Lexington, was getting quick- 
looking horses which appeared likely to show 
class early. One of the best-made colts in Mr. 
Piatt’s consignment was a strong, blocky fellow 
by Good Goods out of Winds Chant. “There is a 
horse that’ll run fast,’’ Mr. Piatt said, as THE 
BLoop-HORSE commentator marked superlatives 
on his score-card. At Saratoga the yearling 
brought only $700, going to Mrs. Albert Sabath, 
wife of a well known Chicago attorney. But this 
year, under the name of Alsab, he has proved 
himself a great bargain. 

In the fourteenth running of the Joliet Stakes 
($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs), at 
Lincoln Fields Saturday, May 31, Alsab, ridden 
by 46-year-old Earl Pool, turned in one of the 
year’s best performances in the 2-year-old ranks. 
The field of 13 youngsters, in which Alsab was 
second choice to I. J. Collins’ Royal Martha, was 
naturally a little crowded in the early stages, and 
when Pool found himself without adequate room 
he took back far off the pace, which was being 
made by Huntley and Sher’s Sergeant Bill. On 
the turn into the home stretch, as Valdina Farm’s 
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Valdina Orphan went wide just ahead of him, 
Alsab moved up outside the others and went past 
the leaders to win by five lengths. W. D. (Butch) 
Covington’s Kirwin (by Good Advice), which had 
forced the pace and fallen heir to the lead when 
Sergeant Bill quit, lasted to take second place by 
a head from Valdina Orphan (by *Hilltown), 
which, despite his running out on the turn, was 
coming at a great clip in the last furlong. Mrs. 
A. B. Karle’s K. Dorko was fourth, another head 
back, followed by Man’s Man, Bayridge (117), 
Royal Martha, Emolument (119), Omathon, Ser- 
geant Bill, Memphis (117), Valdina Alpha, and 
James Quest. Weights, 122 pounds except for 
those indicated otherwise.

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Suffolk Downs 


S was the case at other leading race tracks in 

operation throughout the country on Decora- 
tion Day, Suffolk Downs had a new wagering 
record to hang out at the end of the day—$956,- 
421, bet by a crowd of approximately 50,000, in- 
cluding 46,366 paid admissions. The next day 
27,601 admissions were counted and $740,045 was 
wagered. The Saturday program ended the third 
week of the long meeting, and the total wagering 
for the 18 days was $7,814,716, daily average 
$434,151, as against an average of $365,309 at a 
corresponding point in last summer’s meeting. 
“It may not rival New York’s staggering han- 
dles,”” commented Henry McKenna in the Boston 
Herald, “but it sure ain’t hay.” 

For the entertainment of the huge crowd of 
May 30 the management could afford only a 
$5,000 added handicap and seven claiming races 
with $1,000 purses—strictly hay. 


Sweet Willow Again 


In each of their last six starts Robert W. Col- 
lins’ Sweet Willow and W. F. Mannagh’s Liberty 
Flight have raced against one another. On three 
occasions Liberty Flight has finished ahead of 
Sweet Willow, once he dead-heated with her for 
third place, but only once was he the winner, 
whereas the Lee O. Cotner filly has won three 
races in the series. Their seventh successive 
meeting came in the Tomasello Memorial Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) at Suffolk Downs on Memorial Day, 
May 30. The Mannagh entry of Liberty Flight 
(121) and Wise Bee (106) was made favorite, 
as had been the case on two previous occasions 
when the Collins filly won, and Sweet Willow 
(119, top weight by the scale) was third choice 
at $4.20 to $1. The filly, ridden by R. Howell 
(known to readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE as 
“Mike” in Mr. Collins’ Trainer’s Diary, pub- 
lished for nearly two years in THE BLOOD-HORSE), 
took the lead away from the aging Speed to 
Spare (111) in the first quarter-mile, ran the 
first half in 4525 seconds to run up a lead of three 
lengths, and held off the stretch challenge of Mrs. 
Ethel D. Jacobs’ Air Brigade (3, 111) to win by 
three parts of a length. Three lengths farther 
back Mrs. C. E. Nelson’s Sassy Lady (117) took 
third money, by the margin of a nose, from 
Liberty Flight, which had been prominent all the 
way but was unable to pull out the speed that 
was needed in the stretch.

The 
Temasello Memorial, her best race to date, was 
her fourth stakes victory of the year. Notes re- 
garding her pedigree were published in THE 
BLooD-HoRSE of February 15, page 315. 


Third Covey's First Stakes 


In the sixth running of the Paul Revere Han- 
dicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 14, 
miles), at Suffolk Downs Saturday, May 31, Hal 
Price Headleys’ Third Covey (113) got around 
to his first stakes victory in three seasons of 
campaigning. Ridden by S. Young, he lay second 
behind the pace of Johnnie J. (110) until the 
stretch was reached, moved up to take the lead 
at the eighth-pole, stood off the challenge of the 
favorite, Gustave Ring’s Ringie (116), and won 
by a half-length. Ringie, which did not appear 
able to keep up with the leaders during the first 
three-quarters of a mile, closed fast to take sec- 
ond place, a half-length in front of J. Yancey 
Christmas’ Rough Pass (111), which also had 
closed fast to get his neck in front of Mrs. S. 
Orr’s Star Boarder (110) just at the end. The 
others, in order of finish, were Johnnie J., Ad- 
vocator (114), Patrol Scout (110), Topee (111), 
and Harp Weaver (105). There were no 3-year- 
olds in the field. Time, :2314, :464, 1:1115, 
1:3745, 1:44%5, track fast. Stakes division, $4,-

Third Covey was foaled April 26, 1937, at B. 
M. Browning’s Cave Spring Farm in Jessamine 
County, Kentucky, where the late Senator Fred- 
eric M. Sackett kept his broodmares.

Headley’s colors he has started 47 times in three 
seasons, won 13 races, finished second 12 times, 
third five times, and has earned $20,030. Though 
the Paul Revere was his first stakes win, at two 
he was second in the Babylon Handicap, at three 
second in the Jennings Handicap, third in the 
Governor's Handicap at Suffolk Downs. His dam, 
Paradox, has also produced the winners Infidox 
(20 wins to date, including Arlingtcn Downs 
Juvenile. Chicago Constitution Handicaps), Kitty 
Keane, Nyack (20 wins, placed in stakes), Soph- 
ist (36 wins), In Par, Paradox Girl, and 
Prophecy. *Silent Queen produced the winners 
King Thrush (Statler Hotel, Campfire Handi- 
caps), Silence, Consort, and Impossible and the 
producers War Queen, Ladylike, and Ranee (dam 
ef Exhibit, Miss Discovery, etc.). *Silent Queen 
was sister to the stakes winners Braxted (Stew- 
ard’s Cup, Wokingham Stakes, also sire) and 
Mercutio (Lincolnshire Handicap).

CALIFORNIA 
Hollywood Park 


spectacular promotion and _ spectacular 
success the record of Hollywood Park, at 
Inglewood, in the Los Angeles area, is second 
only to that of the older Santa Anita Park, which 
first demonstrated the immense possibilities of 
selling racing to the entertainment capital of the 
West Coast. The track opened Friday, May 23, 
and the crowds and totalizator handles of the 
first two days were enough to indicate a record 
meeting. The indication was pretty well con- 
firmed last Friday, when a Memorial Day crowd 
of record proportions, approximately 50,000 per- 
sons, turned out and wagered a record sum of 
$1,142,584 on eight races, surpassing the track’s 
previous top mark of $1,141,851, reached on the 
day of the Hollywood Gold Cup last summer. 

“Hollywood Park has declared 70 per cent in 
dividends in three previous meetings,’’ comment- 
ed Oscar Otis in the San Francisco Chronicle, 
“and this year should see stockholders ‘paid out’ 
in full, and perhaps a slight profit over original 
investment.” 

Feature of the Memorial Day program was the 
Argonaut Handicap, in which young Hurst Phil- 
pot hoped to run one-two with the entry of No 
Competition and Woof Woof; but Hurst’s brother 
Graceton took advantage of the occasion to win 
his first stakes event since taking over the Louis 
B. Mayer string of horses, scoring with Joy Boy, 
at nearly 15 to 1. Picking the winner of a han- 
dicap at Hollywood Park is no easy task, for 
Racing Secretary Francis Dunne is apparently 
taking seriously the sometimes overlooked 
proposition that a handicap is a race in which 
the horses are supposed to be weighted as nearly 
as possible so as to give: all starters an even 
chance. To make his handicapping more genu- 
ine Mr. Dunne has moved his weights up enough 
to give a wide spread between the tops and bot- 
toms. Other races in the condition book are also 
written with a higher average weight than has 
become customary. 

Besides the Argonaut Handicap the Memorial 
Day program had a gcod overnight feature in 
the $2,500 Euclid Handicap, for 3-year-olds and 
up at six furlongs, in which Neil S. McCarthy’s 
home-bred Big Ben got the better of Mr. Mayer's 
Australian-bred *Two-Ton Tony in a narrow 
finish. A test for 2-year-olds saw the Northway 
Stud’s first-starter Defense, a colt by Jamestown 

-Lotofus, score a four-length victory which in- 
dicated attempts at later stakes races. 

The Saturday, May 31, program was featured 
by the Will Rogers Memorial Handicap. $10.000 
added. seven furlongs, for 3-year-olds, the top- 
weight and winner being Circle M Ranch’s Battle 
Colors, a gelding bred by Samuel D. Riddle, by 
Man o' War—Beaugingham, by *Sun Briar. A 
more complete account of this event will be 
available later. 


Outbid's Division 

Splitting of stakes, a rather unusual procedure, 
has come to be quite a commonplace in recent 
years, the Haggin Stakes at Hollywood Park last 
year, the McLennan Memorial at Hialeah, the 
Santa Barbara Stakes at Santa Anita Park 
being instances. But probably the Haggin Stakes 
is the only one which has had to be split in both 
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of its two runnings. The 1941 renewal ($10,000 
added, 2-year-olds foaled in California, 5% fur- 
longs) on May 24 found a total of 29 juveniles 
ready for the starter, so the race was run in two 
divisions. 

In the first division Miss Anita King’s Sagittal 
(112) made the pace for a half-mile, with Neil S. 
McCarthy’s Outbid (119) following closely in 
second place, Ed and Will Janss’ Conejo (110) 
third. In the last quarter-mile Sagittal, an Alex- 
ander Pantages filly, tired and fell back, and 
George Woolf sent Outbid into the lead. Iron 
Mountain Stable’s Iron Plunger (110), a son of 
The Nut, worked his way forward around the turn 
and in the stretch closed fast on the leader. But 
Outbid, hard ridden, was still a half-length ahead 
at the finish, with Iron Plunger a nose ahead of 
A. A. Baroni’s Bonnet Ann (109), a Blue Lark- 
spur filly. Conejo was fourth, a length farther 
back, followed by Sagittal, Swain (113), Counter 
Attack (111), Miss Boxthorn (107), Joda’s Joe 
(110), Drift Silver (110), Sinhala (112), Branda- 
mond (115), War Power (110), Corridor (111), 
and Bar Copper (115). Time, :23, :4715, 1:00%, 
1:07, track fast. Stakes division, $10,537.50, 
$2,000, $1,000, $500.

Outbid is that bete noire of California stallion 
owners, a horse with an Eastern pedigree, but 
foaled in California and hence eligible to compete 
with the get of California stallions. Descendant 
was consigned to the 1938 Lexington Fall Sales by 
Brookmeade Stable, but Mr. McCarthy bought her 
privately. She was then in foal to Psychic Bid, 
and Outbid, foaled in California the following 
spring, is the result of the mating. Outbid has 
started 10 times, won four races, finished second 
once, and has earned $13,807.50. Descendant 
started twice at two and was unplaced; her only 
other foal of racing age, Back Number, has start- 
ed but has not won. Multiflora is also dam of the 
winners Helianthus (Catskill, Maturity, Harlem 
Stakes, Old Dominion Handicap), *Delphinium 
(National Stallion Stakes), and Grandiflora. Poly- 
antha won at two years and is also dam of the 
winners Propus (Rainbow Handicap), Polyga- 
mous, and Fair Polly. 


Vain Prince's Division 


The second division of the Haggin Stakes 
($10,000 added, 2-year-olds foaled in California, 
5'2 furlongs) was run in exactly the same time 
as the first, but the running of the race was con- 
siderably different. Fetching Child (112), which 
led for the first quarter-mile, quit and finished 
last. Mrs. L. A. Pantages’ Pan Time (119) then 
went to the front, and led into the final yards. 
There he was run down and beaten a nose by 
Mrs. Clyde Phillips’ Vain Bachelor (115), which 
ran in twelfth place for the first quarter, moved 
slowly to contention, and closed with a strong 
rush. Mrs. Anita King’s Ronrico (111), prom- 


inent throughout, finished third, two and a half 
lengths farther back, and C. H. Jones and Sons’ 
Phar Rong (122) was fourth, after running in 
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second place most of the way. In order followed 
Winter Wind (107), Justice Court (115), Mad 
Crusader (110)!, Amazon Queen (109), Sequoia 
Sport (110), Bulolo (115), El Nido Alexa (107), 
Gray Mystery (110), Curiosa (108), and Fetch- 
ing Child.

Vain Prince is an example of all-California 
breeding, foaled in California from a mating 
made in California, and out of a mare bred in Cal- 
ifornia. He was bred at Rancho Casitas, and was 
sold privately to his present owner this spring. 
Earlier this season he had been engaged in claim- 
ing races, for from $2,000 to $2,600. He has 
started 12 times, won two races, finished second 
once, third twice, and has earned $11,397.50. 
Crystal May did not race; this is her first foal. 
Rose Carlaris won three races at three; none of 
her foals have won. Kitty Carpenter won at three 
and four and is also dam of the winners Tent- 
builder (10 wins), Money’s Worth (20 wins), 
Marcelet, and Hogans Pride. 


Joy Boy's Argonaut Handicap 


Young Graceton Philpot, who took over the 
whopping stable of Movie Magnate Louis B. 
Mayer at the end of the Santa Anita Park meet- 
ing, scored his first major win for Mr. Mayer in 
the Argonaut Handicap ($10,000 added, 4-year- 
olds and up, one mile), feature of the Decoration 
Day program at Hollywood Park. To win this 
substantial purse he brought out the 5-year-old 
Joy Boy (111), a horse of much class which has 
been hampered through most of his career by 
unsoundness. Joy Boy had not started since the 
previous November 1., when he scored a runaway 
victory in the Armistice Day Handicap at Bay 
Meadows, but Philpot had him ready for one of 
the best races of his career. Jack Westrope 
rated him a short distance back of the pace of 
Specify (119) for three-quarters of a mile, moved 
him up on the outside in the stretch, and drew out 
to win by three lengths in 1:36%5, missing the 
track record by only two-fifths of a second. As 
he went to the front near the three-sixteenths 
pole he moved over toward the rail and caused a 
jam which forced Johnny Longden to take up

R. A. Coward's Exemplify (109), but Longden’s 
claim of foul was not allowed by the stewards. 
Exemplify recovered enough to beat out Robin- 
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son and Philpot’s entry of No Competition (120) 
and Woof Woof (124) and Circle S Stable’s Hys- 
terical (126) in a four-heads-on-the-post battle 
for second place. Behind this melee finished 
Pictor (117), *Don Juan (108), Specify, Get Off 
(121), Touch and Go (109), Wedding Call (111), 
and Tay Sweep (105). The Robinson and Phil- 
pot entry had gone to the post favorites, and Joy 
Boy was nearly 15 to 1 in the betting. Time, 
72245, :4615, 1:1115, 1:36%;, track fast. Stakes 
division, $7,950, $2,000, $1,000, $500. 

Joy Boy, foaled March 18, 1936, at B. B. Jones’ 
Audley Farm at Berryville, Va., was sold private- 
ly to Mrs. Frank Orsatti (Jean Chatburn), and 
raced under her colors until sold to Mr. Mayer, 
along with a number of other horses, in the fall of 
1938. But he did not get back to the races until 
March, 1940. During last year he showed his 
class, winning the Tanforan Cup, Marchbank, and 
Armistice Day Handicaps and finishing third in 
two other California stakes. To date he has 
started 20 times, won eight races, finished second 
four times, third three times, and has earned 
$24,325. His dam, Gay Heart, won at two and 
has also produced the winners Heartless Girl and 
Gay Trace, the latter a full brother to Joy Boy. 
Miss Joy was one of the fastest fillies of her day, 
winning 10 races and $34,930, including the Spin- 
away, Flash Stakes, Cincinnati Trophy, Schuyler- 
ville and Fort Thomas Handicaps, and Ashland 
Oaks. She produced also the winners Joyous 
(also producer), Monte’s Joy (also producer), 
and Pursuit and the producer Bright Miss. 
*Proud Daisy produced four winners and was 
grandam of the stakes winners Marauder and 
Sydney.

New Tax Law 


On May 28 Gov. Dwight Green of Illinois signed 
a bill altering the racing set-up in Illinois. The 
present three-man commission is abolished, and 
a new three-member board will be appointed by 
the governor, a feature which apparently is in- 
tended to make room for three new appointments. 


Most important change is that the pari-mutuel 
takeout is raised from 612 per cent to 10 per cent, 
with the State taking 2 per cent. License fees 
will be continued, $500 daily at Fairmount Park, 
$1,500 at Aurora (not now operative), and $2,500 
at the other Illinois tracks. An exception is maae 
for Fairmount Park. Racing being cheapest 
there, patrons are asked to pay more for it. and 
the take-out at Fairmount will be 11 per cent, of 
which the State gets 2 per cent. 


Appointment of new commissioners is to be an- 
nounced within a few weeks. A salaried board 
will supplant the present non-salaried one.

Florida Legislation 


A series of bills designed to make bookmaking 
difficult in Florida have passed the Senate by 
overwhelming votes, and are now up for con- 
sideration in the lower House. The bills provide 
for revocation of licenses of establishments in 
which betting is discovered, or in which a tele- 
phone line is found to be used for dissemination 
of racing results. One bill requires license fees 
up to $1,500 for publication of tip sheets and other 
types of information on racing.

Old Tat And 
Highflyer 


By The Briton 


N a recent despatch ‘The Briton,” in remark- 

ing upon the bad luck of the *Bahram syndi- 
cate, made reference to the contrasting methods 
of one Mr. Richard Tattersall with his celebrated 
stallion Highflyer, a horse which had a profound 
influence on British bloodstock towards the end 
of the Eighteenth Century. 


The story, however, may not be familiar to 
many readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE, and we have 
delved into the musty pages of the old Sporting 
Mayazine, which had a great vogue in London 
upwards of 150 years ago. There is related, with 
a candor that would do credit (?) to our bolder 
present-day prints, the life history in the obitu- 
ary notice of “Mr. Richard Tattersall, the cele- 
brated horse-auctioneer of Hyde Park Corner, 
who died on Saturday, February 21, 1794.” 

The obituary of this founder of the famous 
Tattersall family fortunes runs into some 10,000 
words, and as it vividly illustrates the state of 
affairs in the racing and breeding world of those 
far-off days, there is a temptation to quote ad. 
lib. We must curb this desire until space is 
easier and content ourselves with a few extracts. 
Here we chip into the Sporting Magazine serial 
as continued in the issue of May, 1795: 

“In the person of this gentleman the Poet's 
observation has been fully verified, that there is 
a tide in the affairs of men, which, if taken at 
the flood, leads to prosperity. Mr. Tattersall 
started into life at a period the most auspicious; 
for the turf, like every thing else, has its day. 
When the Duke of Cumberland (son to George 
II) died, his immense stud of horses was sold and 
dispersed, and races became out of the fashion 
for a time. The Dukes of Bolton, Portland, 
Queensberry, & c., Lords Rockingham, Clermont, 
Grosvenor, Vere, Boringdon, & c., upheld them 
in some measure, but they remained thin and 
languid for many years. It was left to Lords 
Bolingbroke, Foley, Abingdon, Derby, Sherborne, 
& c., together with the old sportsmen, Lords 


Boringdon, Clermont, Grosvenor, & c., Messrs 
Piggot, Hanger, & c., to revive their ancient 
splendour; and by those, with the Prince of 


Wales, the Duke of Bedford, and Lord Barry- 
more, they were carried to a higher pitch of per- 
fection than had ever been known. Mr. Tatter- 
sall made his appearance at the period of their 
revival, lived during the whole course of their 
success, and died lamenting their present de- 
clension. ... 

“At the time Mr. Tattersall purchased High- 
flier, prospect of gain the most alluring opened 
before him. Eclipse, the property of the late 
Colonel O'Kelly, was then the favourite stallion, 
but he was a very indifferent foal-getter, and 
the breeders began to tire of sending mares to 
him, inasmuch as the expense of covering was 
great and certain, and the produce very uncer- 
tain; besides it was supposed that an excellent 
cross would be formed between Highflier and 
the Eclipse mares. Although the sires of these 
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horses (Herod and Marsk) were allied, there 
was a certain vein of blood in each that bore no 
near affinity; and it is a received opinion, and 
acted upon in general, that to breed in-and-in, or 
in the same blood, tends to degenerate the race. 
To support this opinion a comparison is made 
with the human species. Experience proves that 
by intermarrying into the same families, the 
faculties become impaired. It is added that corn 
frequently sowed in the same ground where it is 
produced, degenerates. On the other hand it is 
observed that cart horses have been brought to 
their present perfection by breeding what is 
called in-and-in. Certain it is that Mr. Bake- 
well, and all the celebrated breeders have fol- 
lowed this course, and have brought their horses 
and cattle to a degree of excellence unknown till 
lately, by incestuous commerce. It is more than 
probable that sufficient experiments have not 
been made with racehorses to determine this 
point; and, perhaps both positions may be true 
in part; viz. that it is necessary to cross the 
breed to give speed and perseverance; but in 
order to produce shape and beauty, the blood of 
the male and female should be one. 


“Mr. Tattersall, ever intent upon getting 
money, followed the fashion. He did not breed 
for fame, nor to improve the species for the 
benefit of mankind. That horse was the most 
excellent, in his estimation, which produced the 
largest price. Considerable jealousies prevailed 
between him and his competitor Colonel O’Kelly. 
They felt the necessity of crossing by the blood 
of their respective stallions, but each was afraid 
of increasing the celebrity of the others horse 
thereby. Colonel O'Kelly purchased Herod 
mares; Mr. Tattersall purchased Marsk mares. 
Great as was the profits arising from the covers 
of Highflier, it bore but a small proportion to 
that arising from the sale of his colts and fillies. 
Mr. Tattersall bought as many well bred mares 
as he could find. He was sometimes imposed 
upon, but at length he was furnished with a stud 
equal to that of any nobleman in the kingdom. 
Mr. O’Kelly frequently complained to the writer 
of this, that in his early stages on the turf, he 
was also most scurvily treated in the purchase 
of mares. Those who bore the rank, and en- 
joyed the fortunes of gentlemen, sold him half- 
bred mares, with the signature of Nobleman to 
assert the truth of false pedigree. The life of 
this eccentric character will be given in some 
future number. It was not only singular and 
surprising, but if properly attended to, will fur- 
nish some of the most useful lessons to the pres- 
ent, and future generations. He ought to be 
noticed here, as forming in some instances. a 
striking contrast with Mr. Tattersall. The 
Colonel, who piqued himself upon being descend- 
ed from the first race of Milesian Kings, al- 
though he served for the greatest part of his life 
in the humblest offices, bred and ran his horses 
for fame. He sacrificed many thousands of 
pounds in asviring to the glory of being the Jehu 
of the day. We have already mentioned that Mr. 
Tattersall bred for profit. The former never sold 
anything before he had trained, and ran it at 
Newmarket. The latter never trained anything. 
The Irishman matched everything. The Lan- 
cashire sold everything. The one was hasty and 
impetuous in betting upon the descendants of 
Eclipse. The other was silent, and left it to 


those who had bought them, to risk their money 
In a word, they 
except the 


upon the progeny of Highflier. 
resembled each other in nothing, 
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meanness of their birth, their want of education, 
their total ignorance of horses, and their ex- 
treme good fortune... 


“A ccrrespondent wishes us to give the prices 
at which the most celebrated of his stud were 
sold. There is nothing more fallacious, in gen- 
erel, than public sales. The apparent price is 
not the real price. Horses are often sold, at a 
given sum, before the auction, and the parties 
agree to have them put up, and colourably to bid 
a much larger sum for them, in order to increase 
their estimation in the eyes of the public. ... 
[Oh. the wicked old days! !] 

“He succeeded so well with Highflier, at Ely, 
that he determined to purchase a stallion of the 
same blood, te cover in Yorkshire. Drone was 
got by Herod; his dam was Lilly, got by Blank. 
He was a first rate horse to run for four miles, 
and beat Anvil easy, at that distance; but Anvil 
beat him as easy, the three last miles of the 
Beacon course. He was the property of the 
Hcnourable Charles Wyndham, who had sent 
him to Lewes, to run for the King’s Plate. Mr. 
Tattersall bought him for 500 guineas, to be de- 
livered after the race, whether he won or not; 
he beat Marplot and others, without much dif- 
ficulty, the first heat, and won the second by at 
least a length: the judge, however, to lengthen 
the sport. determined it to be a dead-heat, and 
obliged him to run a third, which he won. . 

“Besides Escape and Drone, Mr. Tattersall at 
the time of his death, had Creepers and Favour- 
ite. Creeper was got by Tandem; his dam was 
Harriot. got by Match’em. He bought him of 
Mr. Wilson, son of the late Bishop of Bristol, 
who had great success with him, and who is well 
known on the turf for his skill and gentlemanly 
conduct. Although Tandem never got a racer 
of any note, except Creeper and the Yellow 
Mare the property of Sir Frank Standish, Mr. 
Tattersall was fend of the breed, as he had in 
him the blood of Regulus, Childers, Bay Bolton, 
and the Belgrade Turk. He was the property of 
Mr. Tattersall: and about two years and a half 
past, as he was in the extasy of copulation, he 
fell from the mare and instantly died, without 
a grean. If he had been the property of almost 
any other man, it is probable that he would have 
been opened, and in part dissected to ascertain 
the immediate or proximate cause of his death; 
but being dead, Mr. Tattersall had no further 
interest in him, and his curiosity never led him 
to any enquiry that did not hold out a prospect 
of gain. Highflier’s death was of an opposite 
kind; he first became dull. and rejected his food; 
he then gradually fell off in his flesh, until he 
became the perfect likeness of when he was in 
training; much difficulty in breathing then en- 
sued, and for many months he heaved and 
groaned in great misery. Mr. Tattersall was 
eften requested by his friends to kill him, to put 
and end to his torture: but he replied, that if he 
was dead, he could not possibly be of any service 
to him; and as to the expence of keeping him 
alive, he said it was but small, as his pain suf- 
fered him to eat very little. After his death he 
was desired to get him skinned and stuffed, as 
Col. O’Kelly had done to Eclipse, in order to get 
some able amateur to take his dimensions and 
proportions. es Mr. Sain Bel had done those of 
Eclipse. But he did not see the’ use of stuffing 
him with hay after he was dead, as he cou'd no 
longer cover; he had often stuffed him with hay 
and corn too when he produced him money. He 
never spoke in praise of him after the horse had 
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been buried, but spoke reluctantly of him, as if 
the horse had died on purpose to deprive him of 
any future benefit from him... .” 

And, with that, we must leave the fascinating 
and malevolent pages of the Sporting Magazine. 
But it may be pertinent to add a few dates, since 
they serve to illuminate some passages in the 
story. Highflyer was foaled in 1774, and be- 
came the sire of the Epsom Derby winners Noble 
(1786), Sir Peter Teazle (1787) and Skyscraper 
(1789). Four of his offspring won the Doncaster 
St. Leger. Highflyer’s fee in 1779 was 15 guin- 
eas, and it remained at this figure until 1789— 
his last season at stud—when it was raised to 
25 guineas, so that even allowing that ‘“‘money 
was money in those days,” Richard Tattersall 
was not extortionate. Yet the fee for the great 
Eclipse, holding court at the same period, was 
never more than 30 guineas. Although Highflyer 
was so phenomenally successful—in 1793, for in- 
stance he was responsible for 34 winners of 70 
races in England alone—his male line has not 
been perpetuated, but his name is still found 
many times in every modern Thoroughbred pedi- 
gree. 

It was in Richard Tattersall’s time that the 
Jockey Club came into being. First mention of 
its activities are made in Newmarket reports of 
1753. In 1773 the long connection of the club 
with Messrs. Weatherby and their Racing Calen- 
dar commenced. About 20 years later the first 
volume of the General Stud Book was compiled.

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FRONT ROYAL'S SHOW AND SALE 


OMETHING of a unique venture is a combi- 

naticn horse show and sale which Col. Pleas 
B. Rogers and his staff are planning to be held 
at the Remount Depot at Front Royal, Va., on 
June 27 and 28. 

The horse show is a non-profit venture con- 
ducted by the Government. All money which is 
collected from entries, attendance, etc., is turned 
back to the exhibitor in the form of cash awards 
and trophies. In this year’s show, particular em- 
phasis will be placed on green hunter classes. 
The prize list, now available, includes four classes 
for 3-year-old hunters and the same number for 
4-year-olds, There is a championship in each 
age group and, from all appearances at such an 
early date, a large entry in each section is an- 
ticipated. word from the depot indicates. 

In addition to this there will be a breeding di- 
vision devcted primarily to the “farmer-breeder,” 
one who is dependent for his livelihood on the 
breeding and raising of horses. Classes in this 
division range from broodmares to 2-year-old 
prospective hunters, with classes for Thorough- 
bred and half-bred animals in each division. 

The sale, which will be held at 4 p. m., Satur- 
day is a new idea. All horses to be sold must have 
been shown in at least one class during the course 
of the show. Prospective buyers will thus have 
the opportunity to observe young horses in action, 
see how they are rated by the judges, and will 
later be able to bid on them at the sale. A re- 
serve will be placed in a sealed envelope on every 
horse to be sold prior to the sale. and when the 
horse is knocked down the bid will be opened. If 
the amount shown therein is in excess of the bid, 
the animal will not be sold, and if the amount is 
less than the bia, the animal will be declared sold. 
The seller has the option to produce a veterina- 
rian's certificate at the time the horse reaches the 
show grounds or to call upon the services of one 
of two local veterinarians whose services will be 
granted them free of charge on the grounds. The 
buyer may also use the services of the latter at 
no charge; in doing this it is hoped to safeguard 
the interests of both seller and buver. (Although 
the Government will auction no horses, it is ex- 
pected that many horses exhibited in the show 
will later be offered at the sale.) 

Both the show and sale are being sponsored by 
the majority of masters of fox hounds and prom- 
inent breeders throughout the neighboring coun- 
tryside.
